souls. Even the greatest of per- 
sonalities know, in hours of self- 
examination, their own weakness. 
We bluster and boast about the 
powers of man; yet In times of 
personal and world crisis -we feel

Guide and a Guardian. Our word 
"pastor" is but the

In a Pastoral Land. 
Always, in reading the
